Nix proposal

The world's largest disposal company, 
Waste Management, Inc., virtually came to 
the Antioch Village Board with its hat in its 
hand with a 12-page pea,ce bid. 

The proposal basically offered to pay all 
the legal bills the village has incurred in its 
fight against them, amounting almost to 
$100,000 so far. -^ 

— In - addition ,-Was te„ Managemen L offered 
approximately $50,000 for the n^xt four years 
-of-the-village_would allow. them to operate the 
present landfill site their" way for that 
amount of time, a far cry from the positiye 
attitude exuded by one Waste Management's 
representatives when talking . to this 
^newspaper early in the game. 

One of the disposal company's represen- 
tatives said that they were tired of playing 
with the little village of Antioch in "trying to 
be good neighbors," adding "there will 
positively be a landfill expansion in An- 
tioch." 

Now that Waste Management has been 
legally beaten at every turn so far they seem 
to be willing to negotiate with the village, but 
members of the Antioch Committee On the 
Environment (ACE) called the written 
proposal "ludicrous and offensive." 

Then Waste Management appeared before 
the village board on Tuesday, June 28, with 
the proposal that had some verbal revisions. 

The purpose was obvious. The disposal 
company would have liked to appear at the 
injunction hearing slated for the next day ar- 
med with Antioch amiaToility. 

. Although the board asked ACE to study the 
12-page-proposal more thoroughly, ACE put 
thumbs down on the entire thing. 

"They haven't, bothered to address the 
main issue in the 18 months that this whole 
controyecsyjias been going on," said Al Lit- 
tle, Ace president. ;---..--—-

Bells will be ringing-up 
'^iiplier prices nextyejeiir

Those Ahtioch merchants that have been 
worried about media* releases speculating 
that utility rates will be doubled inside of the 
next few years had their, fears somewhat 
confirmed by the speaker at the latest Cham- 
ber seminar. 

Fred Konrad from Illinois Bell, who spoke 
at the Chamber luncheon, held at the Tower 
Room of the Antioch Bowl on Tuesday, June 
28, said that these were "concievable" 
predictions as far as phone service was con- 
cerned. ' ' . ' 

Konrad, division manager of Tarriffs and 
Costs for "Ma Bell," explained the federal 
court ordered deregulation procedures that 
Bell is now going through and must complete 
by Jan. 1,1984. " ^ 

What it essentially adds up to is that "Ma 
Bell" will mainly be handling local services 
and other companies such as SPRINT, MCI. 
and American Bell will take care of long 
distance calls. 

Local charges will go up because *'the Bell 
System had. been undercharging, for local 
services which was balanced by a long 
distance over charge." 

With that balance gone, local rates will 
escalate. 

Accoixling lo Konrad, the Bell System, 
while admitting to no wrong-doing, has 
agreed to divest itself of the 22 Bell System 
companies which will sever all ties with 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
(AT&T). 

These companies will in the future will be 
run by seven regional holding companies 
with Ameriteck Jiandling approximately 70 
percent of the midwest telecommunications 
market, servicing lO million residential 
phone lines and four million business lines. 



After January, Illinois Bell will: handle 
local exchange services; supply- customers 
with a phone number and a dial tone; handle 
local calls; supply callin^pfrvices and ac- . 
cess to long distance carri^as wellas coin 
telephone service, 911 emergency service; 
distribute local directories, supply directory 
assistance and limited business services. 

After January all phone instruments • 
presently in use will come under the jurisdic- 
tion of American Bell for lease for at least 
the next two years. 

New users and eventually all will be 
required to purchase their phones from 
American Bell or one of the many stores that 
are presently, offering a great variety of 
phone styles. 

After January, the customer will be 
allowed to install inside the house wiring and 
jacks. Bell will run the phone lines to the' 
building and charge for maintenance respon- 
sibility. 

According to Konrad there will be several 
local calling packages available that range 
from a charge for each outgoing call to 
package deals. 

Bell also attributes cost escalation to the 
inflation of its operating costs while remin- 
ding people that its rales have only increased 
21 percent while other consumer charges 
ha ve gone up GO percent. 

There will be other charges coming from 
Bell such as an additional $2 per month for 
access for residential lines and $4 for 
business lines and, since BpU will be billing 
the long distance charges to start with, your 
phone bill will reflect that charge. 

Worries that these costs will make owning 
a phone prohibitive for some people were ex- 
pressed by an audience member.

A. Onlays are used is a tooth has been filled before and is ho longer 
strong, or decay is extensive, or' when a tooth cusp (the elevated

■ protection is required. An onlay is different from on inlay only in the 
amount of tooth to be filled; a larger area needs an onlay. An inlay - 
lies within the surrounding tooth cusps; an onlay covers those cusps 
with gold, giving greater strength to the tooth and protecting the 
rest of it from breakage. 

.If a smaller cavity can take an inlay, this preferable, since less of o', 
tooth will have to be drilled away. Silver or amalgam fillings can fill 
a tooth, but cannot protect it. the way a gold oalay can.. Theonjay 
prevents the weakened tooth from splitting in case the patient ap- i 
pli^sextj-g strn gth in chewing. A gold onlay costs more, but when it 
is needed, what it accomplishes makes it well worth the dif- 
ference. • ' .

The females use. their 
mouthparts to abtain blood 
from unwilling hosts. The 
purpose of the blood meal (in 
the female) is to provide 
nutrients necessary for egg 
development. 'Only the 
female mosquito bites, 
males feed on plant juices. 

Two of the^most common 
■pest mosquitoes, in Illinois 
are Aedes vexans (the flood 
water mosquito) and Culex 
. pipiens ( the northern house^ 
mosquito): All mosquitoes" 
breed in some type of 
aquatic environment. 
Breeding places include 
tree-holes, swamps, rain 
gutters, temporary pools. of 
water, ditches, empty tires, 
buckets, and so on. 

Tiie mosquito ' life cycle 
begins when their eggs hatch 
in water. Larvae (called 



wrigglers) appear, molt four 
limes to form a pupal stage 
(called tumblers), and then, 
emerge into new adults.' 
Temperature' determines 
how fast the mosquitoes 
develop. At leniperatures of 
80 to 90 degrees Fahrenheit 
development from a, hatched 
egg to an, adult takes five to 
eiglit days,' while at tern- 
peralures of 60 to 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit complete 
development takes up to 19 
days.
